Southern literature! We have heard .'of it 


and read of it, lo! thoaa many years, as some- 
hing about to blaze out in transcendent splen- 
dor, but it* glory is still prospective. The 
mulling is painfully alow in getting on its 
ega. It is not out of the cradle, and we are 
till feeding it on pap. More crude and rapid 
ud pretentious puffing and gasconade have 
been written about southern literature than 
boat anything else that is southern or norlh- 
rn or eastern or western 
And for all that 


he good lime for southern literature IB yet to 
come. 


No literature, ancient or modern, ever was 


made, or over will be made, by bragging about 
•what wo can do; it must be done. Nor cau it 
>e done by disparagement of what is done else- 
where, or by denouncing aud complaining of 
ack of appreciation aud recognition. 


The fault is in a great measure our own. 
Ve must learn that the literature or the art, 
ihictihasno better claim to leoogmtiou than 
lie fact thatit is southern, cau never maintain 
ts claim to recognition at all. It must be abla 
o stand on iU merits, and to challenge coni- 
lariaon with what is produced elsewhere, iu- 
ependeatly of any reference to sectional or- 
gin. Literature a'nd art are eminently catli- 
lic—not sectional or provincial. The history, 
manners customs, usagea, language, aconery, 
nd other incidental peculiarities of particular 
"ountries, races, aud sections may furnish ma- 
.erials for the exercise of high art, pictorial or 
iterary; but that is a vary different thing: tha 
rt itself must be founded upon catholic pim- 
iples—upou those touches of nature winch 
make the whole world kin. It must be inde- 


endent of the imtivitv or nationality of tha 
rtist, whether be be Jew or Greek, Nubian or 
'atagonian. 
An intelligent northern journalist, who was 
pending a winter in the south a year or two 
go, made a remark to the writer, in a frank, 
ut not unfriendly spirit, which had some 
ruth and force. Iu substance it was as fol- 
ows: "In traveling through the south I ob- 
erve that you emphasize everything as 
outhern. 
You havn your southern hotels, 


southern newspapers, southern cotton fac- 
ories, southern oil works, southern bar-rooms, 
•outhern coffee-houses, southern barbershops. 
Jo you not sea that you write yourselves pro 
mcial by this veiy hat ping upon your south- 
ruismS" It would be no easy 
task

of 
thia 
state- 


lent of facts, or of tho conclusion drawn 
rom it. It applies to literature, as well aa to 
hip-yards or bucket factories. The literature 
lat Las to appeal to its southern origin for 
avorablo consideration id at beat only a pro- 
vincial literature. Such an appeal la virtually 


confession of weakness. There should be no 
ocasiou for it, if the article produced is able 
o compete with similar articles produced else- 
-here on the ground of comparative merit, 
'ithont regard to sectional pieferenco 
There have been exceptional successes iu 
ie south, but only exceptional, and when 
tiese have occurred it is a remarkable fact 
that it has generally been accomplished by 
LOrthern, not southern, appreciation.

Hon. Jesse Barritt, our county su-
